FOR THE SUMMER TERMS, 1886. 





In submitting this report your committee call your atten- 
tion to the clause of the present school law, which requires 
“equal school advantages as near as may be,” be given each 
scholarin town. With a desire to carry out the spirit of the 
law, with a full sense of the responsibility of the position, and 
a strong hope of giving better schools and more weeks of 
schooling, the Board of Hducation were of the opinion that 
some changes should be made. After careful consideration it » 
was unanimously voted to reduce the number of schools from 
ten to six, with the reservation that the number might be in- 
creased if at any time there should be scholars enough in any 
section of the town to warrant it. 

Difficulties were encountered in the removal of families 
from one part of the town to. another and it was not the ori- 
ginal intention to pay the tuition of so many scholars in 
Greenfield. Proposals were made your committee to pay the 
board of certain scholars attending schools. The law makes 
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no provision for that, and the paying of board either wholly 
or in part out of school funds, is clearly illegal. Each mem- 
ber of the Board became a sub-committee. Mr. Woodward 
taking charge of the school the north side of the mountain 
and Perham Corner, Mr. Boutwell the centre school and 
Johnson’s Corner and Mr. Richards the west school and the 
school at the South Village. We do not claim the plan was 
perfect, but it seemed to promise the best results at the time. 
The pupils in what were formerly Districts No. 4,10 and 8, 
were required to attend school in the school house in North 
Liyndeboro’. This school was placed in charge of Miss Emma 
Fisher of Francestown. This teacher had given good satisfac- 
tion for a number of terms, and although fair progress was 
made in their studies, the scholars were not as orderly as form- 
erly on the closing day of this term. We do not consider the 
dicipline was just what it should have been. 

Miss Belle Harrison of Wilton was engaged for the school 
at Perham Corner. Miss Harrison had never taught in this 
town, but came well recommended. ‘The order was very 
sood, a reasonable advance was made in the studies and it 
was evident that teacher and pupils had worked together for 
a successful term. Before the school commenced the scholars 
gave an entertainment and with the proceeds bought a 
clock for the school-room. 

'The school at the Centre was taught by Miss Hattie Cros- 
by of Milford, who sustained her former reputation as a 
teacher. By winning the confidence and love of her scholars 
she encouraged them to exercise confidence in themselves 
and at the close of the term the school showed that by the 
faithfulness of the teacher and diligence on the part of the 
scholars combined, it had been brought up to a degree of ex- 
cellency not often reached in so short a time. 
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The school in Johnson’s Corner was taught by Miss Flora 
M. Holt of this town, who had charge of this school the pre- 
vious year. Both teacher and scholars entered upon their 
work with a determination to succeed and the closing exami- 
_ nation showed that the progress made did much towards ac- 
complishing their purpose.

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There were eleven teachers employed in town the past 
year. Four reside in town. We believe if the parents and 
friends would visit school more and encourage the children to 
‘do their level best, advise with the teacher when any trouble 
comes up, our teachers could do better work, and ALL would 
feel more pleased with each year’s effort. 

The winter term of No. 1, school was taught by Miss 
Atkinson, of Amherst. Miss Atkinson came well recom- 
mended. At the first visit of your committee, this school 

“made a fine appearance. Order was good. Sickness and bad 
weather kept many of the scholars at home the last part of 
the term. ‘The examination of those who were present the. 
last day showed Miss Atkinson to be a faithful, live teacher, 
and that good work was done the past term. 

The one term taught in No. 2 school house, was by Miss 
Belle Harrison. This is her second in town. She gained the 
love and respect all the scholars, and good progress was made 
in all their studies. 

At South Lyndeborough your committee thought best to 
grade the school making two departments. We think all who 
were present at the examination. of the primary school will 
believe that Miss Burton was the right teacher in the right - 
place. The first class in reading read in concert ‘‘The Inde- 
pendence Bell,” ina fine manner. In the grammar depart- 
ment more of the scholars did well and the written examina- 
tion showed that good work was done. Others of this branch 
will look back in after years with regret upon the fall term 


of 1886. 
The winter term was taught by Ellis Ring of Wilton. We 


think Mr. Ring was just the man this school needed, he made 
the pupils learn thoroughly what they went over. The ap- 

wpearance of this school at the end of the term was first-class 
m every respect. 
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When the board of education took charge of the schools of 
Lyndeborough last spring, there were no scholars in what was 
formerly district No. 8, no scholars of Lyndeborough, who 
lived over the mountain, resided nearer{than one and one. 
fourth miles of No. 4 school house and it was thought best to 
have all scholars of that section attend school at one house. 

Miss Emma Fisher was the teacher. This was Miss Fisher’s 
second year in this school and she gave general satisfaction. 

Miss Mabel Hadley of Lyndeborough was the teacher of 
the summer term at No. 5. Miss Hadley is a live teacher and 
gained the cooperation of the scholars to make it'a success, 
but sickness broke up the school badly. The same committee 
could not visit the closing exercises of this school who was in 
at the first of the term. 

The winter term was taught by G. Scott Mackay, his first 
school. He succeeded in raising ambition among the scholars 
and the beautiful presents that they gave him the last day 
proved that he had gained the love and good will of his pu- 
pils. . 

The mental ability of this school needs but to be aroused to 
make noble men and women for the future. 

Miss Belle Harrison of Wilton taught both the summer and 
winter term of No. 6 school. The examination of the winter 
term proved both teacher and scholars to be workers. They 
gave much attention to spelling. Of eleven hundred words 
given out for spelling, one boy missed only two: and others 
did nearly as well. This is the banner school of the town in 
the appearance of the register, only three tardy and three ab- 
sent marks during the summer term, and the winter term will 
compare favorably with the other schools in town, and we 
wish the parents and children of other schools would emulate 
their example. 
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Miss Emma Fuller of Mont Vernon, teacher of the winter 
term of No. 7. A beginner in the business. A fine scholar. 
At the examination, the scholars were orderly, prompt and 
. accurate in their recitations. The order during the term not. 
as good as we like to see. We expect when young men reach 
the age of fifteen, they will understand the advantages of an 
education envugh to behave themselves when they attend 
school. , 

In closing we wish to refer to the new school system, 
While much adverse criticism has been made on the law, we 
think all inteligent citizens wish to give it a fair trial. 

Some injustice may be done in individual cases, yet we 
must remember that nothing human can be perfect. Your 
committee, during the past year, were actuated by no other 
motive than how to best promote the educational interests of 
the children of Lyndeborough. If all would unite with those 
having charge of our schools in the future in this laudable de- 
sire, we should make our common schools what they were in- 
tended to be, the best promoter of the happiness of the com- 
mon people.
